The Ger- 
man manager and the directors 
all manage to keep going with the 
aid of maybe a beer or some of 
their wines at lunch. 

It is, in fact, this willingness to 
work on the part of the Germans 
which has caused other European 
nations to grow pale and quail. 
The German has always used his 
leisure time well. That is to say, 
he sits in an outdoor cafe in the 
sun, camps along a river, motors, 
boats, picnics with his family, or 
puta a pack on his back and 
hike*. But in the meantime, he 
works. 

It is estimated in most coun- 
tries that 75 per cent of all work- 
ers take a pride in their jobs and 
do an honest day’s work. There 
are others who are so-so. But in 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. at least, there are about 10 
per cent who are malingerers, 
who don’t care about their prod- 
uct, and who corrupt the feeling 
for work and draw it all down to 
the lowest common denominator 
of their own shiftlessness. There 
seems to be much less of this 
type in Germany.

Same Population 

Britain and West Germany, for 
example, have about the same 
population . . . around 50,000,000. 
Germany was defeated in the 
war—and knows it. Her cities 
and her transportation systems 
were destroyed. 

As late as the winter of 1946-47, 
which was the worst year for all 
Germans, the people were near 
starvation and industrial output 
was just beginning. There was 
nothing. American cigarettes 
were money—in the literal sense 
that they had the purchasing pow- 
er. By 1948, there had to be a 
currency reform. The Russians 
had printed tons of Reichsmarks. 
Other counterfeiters had been 
busy. That year action was taken 
with Gen. Lucius Clay, military 
governor, as authority. 

Every German was allowed to 
trade only 60 of the old marks for 
60 new ones. The result may be 
of interest to Americans, who 
are troubled with inflation. 
Before the German devalu- 
ation the shops had been empty. 
Once there was sound money, 
they filled up. Pots, suits, shoes, 
shirts, bikes, and.other items ap- 
peared. 

That was just nine years ago. 

Yet in that brief span of time, 
the Germans are making more 
steel than the British—they pro- 
duce about half of Europe's total 
steel—and have an almost embar- 
rassing export surplus 

No one knows how long it will 
last. But today the Germans are 
better off than they ever were un- 
der Hitler’s totalitarian years. 
And if history will be a little 
kind, and enable us to have 
peace, the German miracle‘ of 
work may make a more gt 
ful and stronger Germany than

In a petition to the federal 
agency, the commission said it 
is ‘‘not informed or convinced” 
that the $18,000,000 rate rise 
sought by Southern is warranted. 

The Georgia commission has 
intervened with the FPC in an 
effort to block Southern’s pro- 
posed increase. The state’s peti- 
tion was filed by Atty. Gen. Eu- 
gene Cook. 

The petition pointed out that 
Southern sells natural gas to the 
Atlanta Gas Light Co., Gas Light 
Co. of Columbus, South Atlantic 
Gas Co., South Georgia Natural 
Gas Co, and 36 municipally owned 
gas distribution systems. 

Any increase in the supplier’s 


likely bring about an immediate 
increase in consumer rates. 

The petition also pointed out 
that about 36 per cent of the 
total power generated by the 
Georgia Power Co. is produced 
with natural gas. 

“If the proposed substantial in- 
crease in rate for natural gas 
sold for resale to industrial con- 
sumers takes effect without sus- 
pension and hearing it appears 
that some increase in rates for 
electric service may be required,” 
the Georgia commission said.

The Americans took their first 
opportunity to ask British report- 
ers what the reaction in the United 
States was to their visit, which 
the U.S. State Department had 
warned them not to make. The 
group had been penned up nine 
days on the Peiping Express from 
Moscow. 

When told that President Eisen- 
hower said they were ill-advised 
and had done a disservice to their 
country, Reuters said, a voice 
from the American group said, 
“We will soon set him right.”’ 


‘The visitors, many of them 
students, looked surprisingly fresh 
alter the journey. They left Mos- 
cow Aug. 4, where they had been 
attending a Communist-organized 
World Youth Festival. 
GREETED BY 100 

Reuters gave this account of | 
their arrival in the Red Chinese | 
capital:

FALSE STEP 

Ormsby-Gore told the subcom- 
mittee today that in the Western 
view the Soviet proposal for an 
Isolated and unconditional suspen- 
sion of nuclear weapons experi- 
ments was not a true disarma- 
ment step at all. He said that in 
proposing cessation of manufac- 
ture of atomic matter for military 
purposes the West was offering 
something very much bigger. 


If such a step were carried out, 
the British spokesman asserted, 
the nuclear arms race would be 
stopped. By not accepting, he 
said, the Soviet government was 
putting obstacles in the way of 
disarmament. 

In answer to questions by Zorin, 
Harold E. Stassen, head of the 
U.S. delegation, and Jules Moch, 
chief French representative, said 
that the West now was offering 
a two-year instead of a 10-month 
nuclear tests suspension. They 
said agreement in principle on 
the fissionable material cut-off 
would be necessary before a first- 
step arms reduction pact could be 
put into effect.

The Army reductions are part 
of a service-wide retrenchment 
ordered by outgoing Secretary 
of Defense Wilson. Wilson discov- 
ered earlier this year that unless 
drastic steps were taken military 
expenditures this fiscal year end- 
ing next June 30 would reach 
$40,200,000,000 instead of $38,000,- 
000,000 as forecast by President 
Eisenhower. 


NAVY, AIR FORCE 


The Army cut of 15,000 civilians 
from payrolls that included 429,- 
216 at the end of June followed 
earlier similar announcements by 
the other services. The Navy 
plans reductions of 18,000 civilians 
and the Air Force about 20,000.

tribution to economic stability.”’ 

Chrysler's reply, like GM’s yes- 
terday, agreed with Reuther that 
something should be done to stop 
inflation. But neither company 
was willing to make pricing of its 
products a matter of collective 
bargaining. 

L. L. Colbert, president of the 
Chrysler Corp.; told Reuther, “‘in

One can scarcely blame General Mo- 
tors for rejecting UAW President Walter 
Reuther’s suggestion that the automobile 
industry immediately cut prices $100 per 
unit in return for a vague promise to trim 
UAW’s wage demands in the coming con- 
tract negotiations with the auto industry. 

Actually, Reuther had requested im- 
mediate action to cut automobile profits 
without binding the union to any specific 
course. On the face of it, the automobile 
companies could not be expected to accept 
such an offer. 

General Motors’ counterproposal that 
UAW announce immediately a willing- 
ness to extend its present contract for 
two years beyond next May 29, continu- 
ing the wage formula which relates wages 
to national productivity gains and to costs 
of-living, tests the good faith of Reuther’s 
expressed desire to curb inflation. 

GM pointed out that since prices on 
1957 cars were established, wage rates 
have increased by more than 11 cents an 
hour and under the formula will increase 
another three cents in September. This the 
company has absorbed without increas- 
ing prices on the 1957 models. Other 
costs have risen, too. 

But even so, Reuther’s offer and the 
counteroffer by GM are steps in the 
right direction in that they recognize the 
responsibility of both labor and manage- 
ment in checking inflation and the rising 
cost of living which threatens the welfare 
of both. Certainly no one can argue with 
Reuther’s pledge to conduct UAW’s wage 
negotiations in such a way as to help 
“raise collective bargaining above the 
level of a struggle between conflicting 
economic pressure groups.” 

The labor chief’s statement that the 
union will shape its demands not only 
“to protect and advance the interests of 
workers and stockholders” but also “the 
intérests of all American consumers” is 
reassuring. It remains to be seen, however, 
whether his avowed aim of stabilizing 
prices will be borne out by future events. 
Certainly, the burden of sacrifices in- 
volved in his original proposal were far 
from equal. , 

The argument that wage increases can 
be made without price increases cannot 
be supported. On the other hand, in- 
dustry has been guilty of increasing 
prices and profits beyond reason—using 
the wage point to support its action. 

But the country will await with in- 
terest the outcome of Mr. Reuther’s pro- 
fessed desire to bring about stability for 
the good of the entire economy. The auto 
industry and UAW at least should try to 
hold the line as evidence of good faith. 
So should all other unions and all other 
industries. 

Unless they want more and more gov- 
ernment-imposed curbs, labor and man- 
agement both must show restraint and a 
greater sense of responsibility for the 
country’s future.

The Georgia Motor Trucking Assn. has 
taken a sampling of the more than a mil- 
lion drivers in the state. 

The sampling indicates that 10 per 
cent of those persons licensed to drive are 
physically unfit for the privilege. 

That is no news to one who drives 
constantly. Ask the veteran observer and 
he’li tell you the 10 per cent figure is far 
too. low. 

However, the trucking association’s 
testing was scientific, by mobile labora- 
tory, in cooperation with the Georgia 
safety and education departments. 

The 10 per cent figure is high enough 
to be startling and alarming. 

No one would want to ride with a 
public carrier—railroad, airline, bus com- 


pany—if it were a known fact that one. 


in every 10 of its engineers, pilots or 
drivers was unfit for the job. 
One has the assurance that the public 


Carrier gives its operators regular and 
rigid tests, 


Yet the motoring public risks the one 
in every 10 each time it takes the highway 
or the street. 


Rigid driver examination and periodic 
re-examination is the remedy. 


There is indication the next Legis- 
lature will get the chance to pass a peri- 
odic re-examination law. 


By all that’s decent and fair to Geor- 
gians, it should do that very thing.

Lowndes Has Recipe 


For Obtaining Industry 


Lowndes County has given the go- 
ahead signal to plans for a survey which 
should give it a decided edge in the race 
to attract new industries. 


The $39,000 project approved by the 
Valdosta and Lowndes County Chamber 
of Commerce is so comprehensive it will 
require a year and a half for completion. 
However, the time and money spent will 
bring far-reaching dividends. Dr. Ken- 
neth Wagner, head of the Industrial De- 
velopment Branch of Georgia Tech which 
will develop the survey, said the under- 
taking would put Lowndes County five 
years ahead of any other county in the 
state in the competitive field of obtaining 
industry. 


The survey, a continuation of prelimi- 
nary spadework sponsored by the Geor- 
gia Power Co., will dig considerably deep- 
er. It will come up with the hard facts, 
even including admission of any liabilities, 
which intelligent businessmen must know 
before they will consider establishing a 
plant in a community. 


Attractive brochures and rosy pic- 
tures are not sufficient to woo industry. 
Careful planning, an honest appraisal of 
all factors and a forthright presentation 
of the situation are essential ingredients 
in the recipe. 


The type of survey in which Lowndes 
County is pioneering can well become 
the pattern for similar work in many 
other counties where development groups, 


chambers of commerce .and others arer 


anxious to offset a decline in their agri- 
culture economy by bringing in new en- 
terprise,

At Last We Recognize 
Existence of Red China 


Whether or not it was right for the 41 
young Americans to visit China, the story 
of their arrival in Peiping had a London 
dateline. In other words, it came through 
a British news agency, Reuters, which has 
had representatives in China for several 
years. 

The latter fact is reason enough for 
the U.S. State Department to permit 
American reporters in Red China. After 
years of refusing to admit the country 
exists, the department now has agreed 
to let 24 U.S. newsmen enter China to 
report the news. 


It is no secret that this country dis- 
approves of and even detests the Chi- 
nese mainland under communism. But it 
is there and its more than 600 million peo- 
ple cannot be ignored. Events in Red 
China are news and certainly reporting 
them will be a service to this country. 
Just ignoring it will not make the Chi- 
nese problem go away. 

It is realistic and sensible to let the 
reporters go to China and tell us as 
much as possible of the real story of that 
country. We cannot hope to cope with 
what is going on in the Orient unless we 
know about it.

Fight on Farm Insects 
Should Be Intensified 


The 100-million-dollar annual bite in- 
sects are putting on the pocketbooks of 
Georgia farmers points up the necessity 
for additional research and a hard-hitting 
program of extermination. 

Dr. C. R. Jordan, entomologist with 
the Agricultural Extension Service, dur- 
ing the current observance of Insect Con- 
trol Week in Georgia called attention to 
the expensive ravaging of the pests. He 
aptly termed them “the farmers’ greatest 
competitor.” 


Agencies such as the Extension Serv- 
ice and educational programs such as that 
conducted’ by the University of Georgia’s 
department of entomology have been in- 
strumental in preventing even more stag- 
gering losses.

However, much remains to be done 
before science and field workers can 
hope to whip the insect problem. Until 
more funds and manpower are devoted 
to the fight, Georgia farmers will continue 
to be victims of a 100-million-dollar an- 
nual robbery that they can ill afford.

WASHINGTON—If Southerners in Congress 
could put implicit faith in an argument by Re- 
publican House Leader Joe Martin for a civil 


rights compromise, many of them might enthusiastically support the 
idea. That argument was Martin’s expressed belief Wednesday that 
if the GOP compromise were accepted, it would mean the civil rights 
issue “would be out of the picture for a long time, perhaps forever.” 


But the Southerners, weary 
from many years of fighting 
such legislation, are not so sure 
Martin knows what he is talking 
about. 

However one Deep South sena- 
tor to whom any sort of civil 
rights bill is anathema privately 
thinks that passage of a compro- 
mise bill this year might well 
take a lot of pressure off the 
South for the next few years at 
least. 

Veteran Capitol newsmen have 
been chuckling for days at how 
the Democratic leadership out- 
smarted the Republicans and 
stole the civil rights ball from the 
GOP, only to have Joe Martin 
and Co. fighting furiously to get 
it back. 

When Senate Majority Leader 
Lyndon Johnson averted a Demo- 
cratic split and pushed through 
compromise. amendments to the 
House bill, the Republicans be- 
gan to disavow their own bill 
which they had been contending 
all along was only a moderate 
right-to-vole measure.

Man Owes Debts 
To Past, Present 


(Dr. Allen’s column is written this week 
by Dr. John R. Brokhoff, pastor of St. Luke’s 
Lutheran Church, Charlotte, N.C.) 


Americans are deeper in debt than at any other period in our 
history. Bankers report that loans in 1956 amounted to more than 
126 billion dollars, up more than 12 billion over the previous year. 


Only one-third, it is reported, 
of all buying is for cash these 
days. This means that two-thirds 
of all buying is done on a credit 
basis. Two out of every three 
people buying cars, furniture, TV 
sets, refrigerators and the like go 
in debt to have these articles. 


Economically this is producing 
a serious situation in our coun- 
try. We have a false economy. 
It is not real. It is all on the 
books, at least two-thirds of our 
buying. It is like a blown-up bal- 
loon which could burst with the 
pin-prick of a depression. 


Be that as it may, all of us are 
hopelessly in debt in other ways. 


Have you ever stopped to think 
of how indebted we are to the 
past? We have a rich heritage 
that was presented to us at 
birth. Men we will never know 
sacrificed their lives that we 
might be born in a free country. 

Culturally we are indebted to 
the past. The music of Bach and 
Beethoven has come to us with- 
out any price paid on our part. 
Shakespeare and Milton and 
Burns have passed on to us the 
best in literature. Schools and 
museums ‘and laboratories have 
been built by men of former gen-

erations. We are the fortunate re- 
cipients of these treasures. Think 
for a moment how much we owe 
those who lived before us. 

When we turn to the spiritual 
aspect of our lives, we find we 
are even more indebted to God 
than to men. The faith we now 
have is a faith of our fathers. 
The experiences they had with 
God and the lessons He taught 
them are recorded in the Bible. 
We read it and if we are wise we 
shall profit by their experiences. 

This faith did not come down 
to us easily. To pass on this re- 
ligious heritage men suffered and 
died. They were thrown to wild 
animals. Some were burned at 
a stake. Others endured terrible 
torture. The pages of Christian 
history are written in the blood of 
the martyrs. 

This should arouse in us a sense 
of indebtedness. It will lead us to 
serve the present generation be- 
cause we are motivated by grat- 
itude. It was this sense of in- 
debtedness that caused Schweit- 
zer to go to Africa. 

How can we pay the debt? The 
only way is to serve the pres- 
ent generation so that the future 
will be indebted to us. 


Congress Ignores 


President's Wishes 


WASHINGTON— As this 1957 session of Con- 
gress moves off-stage, it is evident: That the 
House of Representatives rebuffed President 


Eisenhower on his mutual security program despite its high White 
House priority. That the Senate rejected the advice of the Presi- 


dent on the civil rights bill. 


That both Houses of Congress 
and both parties rejected Eisen- 
hower’s wishes and repudiated 
their own platforms in killing the 
school construction bill. 

No matter how you add up the 
record—left to right or top to bot- 
tom—the answer comes out the 
same: President Eisenhower is 
getting relatively little from the 
first half of this 85th Congress. 

There is no doubt, I think, that 
Eisenhower contributed to his 
own difficulties. 


After Treasury Secretary Hum- 
phrey urged on the congressional 
budget-cutters, the President's 
delay in coming to the defense of 
his own appropriation requests 
undercut his effectiveness. 


Also, his failure to speak out in 
behalf of the school-construction 
bill at the critical moment may 
have cost him some Republican 
votes. 

But it is not proved that any 
different course of action by Eis- 
enhower would have altered the 
end result. 

What I mean is this: 

He exerted his maximum influ- 
ence to sway Congress to support 
his full mutual security program, 
but the appropriation which now 
is taking final shape will be far 
below and, in the judgment of

the White House, dangerously be- 
low what he sought. 

He failed to exert his maximum 
influence to sway Congress to 
support federal aid to education 
—and on this issue he also lost. 

Thus the President lost both 
ways. He lost when he didn’t bat- 
tle Congress and lost when he did. 

Eisenhower is finding his influ- 
ence with Congress declining. 

Certainly his legislative and 
budgetary requests fared badly 
at the hands of this Congress 
compared with 1955 and 1956. 

Why? 

Is Congress misreading public 
opinion or is public support for 
the President seriously falling 
away? 

It is too soon to say—with final- 
ity. The setbacks which the Pres- 
ident has suffered from Congress 
are indicative, not conclusive. 
They have started a trend. They 
suggest a pattern of events which 
may plague Eisenhower from 
here to the end of his second 
term. 

We are, of course, witnessing 
for the first time the operation of 
the two-term limitation on presi- 
dential tenure. This may be pro- 
ducing a greater erosion of presi- 
dential influence than we realize 
because its effect is never clear- 
ly visible.

WASHINGTON—Every so often we get ad- 
ditional evidence of one of the glaring inconsist- 
encies of the Eisenhower administration. - This 
week, for example, there were two more of the now-familiar an- 


nouncements by the World Bank, a United Nations agency, of which 
we own a third of the stock and to which we have contributed a third 


of its capital—$3,175,000,000 of the 


38 member rations. 

One of the announcements was 
about a loan of 66 million dollars 
to Thailand for a multi-purpose 
project for produetion of hydro- 
electric power, irrigation and 
flood control. The other told of a 
Similar loan to Japan of seven 
million dollars for power, irriga- 
tion and water supply. 


Both projects are to be built 
by the two governments through 
independent government corpora- 
tions on the exact model of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority in 
our own country. 

In the decade since it was cre- 
ated, the World Bank has loaned 
around 900 million dollars for 
government hydroelectric, irriga- 
tion, flood control and water 
projects in 22 nations all over 
the world. We have approved all 
such loans, of which our share is 
around 300 million dollars. 

The bank’s headquarters are 
here in Washington, about two 
blocks from the White House, and 
the head of the bank is an 
American, Eugene Black, from 
Atlanta, Ga. | 

While we have been this gen- 
erous in helping other govern- 
ments to set up great public 
projects to develop their rivers, 
the Eisenhower administration 
refuses absolutely to let us do 
the same for our own people. 
Here it is “creeping socialism,”

Pete Vindicates Cus 


SEATTLE, Aug. 23 — More than an hour had 
elapsed since Floyd Patterson had belted game Pete 
Rademacher to the canvas for the seventh and final 
time, and now the heavyweight champion was sipping 
a glass of milk and rehashing the bout. 


Manager Cus D’Amato, trainer Dan Florio and a couple of late 
comers were the only idlers remaining in the small room crowded 
with writers and well-wishers only a few minutes earlier. 

. “I told you the other day that 
Rademacher had to have ability to 
win the Olympic title,’’ Patterson said, 
“and he proved it tonight. He was a 
better fighter, however, than I thought 
he was. 

“‘He’s a sneaky puncher and he 
can hit hard. I know he can hit be- 
cause he hit me. He hurt me in the 
second round. He’s a harder puncher 
than Hurricane Jackson.” 

“You can say,” said D'Amato, 
“that Rademacher vindicated 
D’Amato tonight. All those folks 
who said I was crazy to agree to 
such a match should change their 
minds now. 

“Rademacher put on a good show. 
He’s got courage, and he is a pretty 
good fighter. But they won't say that 
Rademacher gave a fine effort,’ Cus

continued. “‘They’ll say that Patterson fought a lousy fight. That's 


what they’ll say. You just watch what I tell you. They’ll say that 
Patterson doesn’t have a knockout punch.”’ 

D'Amato was then quizzed about the smile he was wearing in 
the second round when Patterson hit the deck. 

“IT could tell that Floyd had his senses,” D’Amato explained, 
“and I smiled. It served him right for being careless. You can’t 
take chances like that, for in the second round Rademacher was 
plenty strong.” 


— Films Alter the Financial Picture 


There was considerable controversy about what went into the 
records as a four-count knockdown of the champion by Rademacher. 
Even D’Amato and Patterson disagreed on what happened. But 
since Floyd was in the ring, Cus accepted his version. 

Cus, like many ringsiders, thought that Patterson stumbled 
about the time Rademacher planted a right. At any rate, referee 
Tommy Loughran waved off the timer’s count, but later declared a 
knockdown was credited to Rademacher. 

A gentleman entered the room with the vital statistics—the 
box office count—and D’Amato squinted his eyes. 

“Only $243,030 gross he said; only 16,961 fans. That is indeed 
disappointing. I thought we had more than that.” Presumably 
D'Amato was merely moaning for Youth Unlimited, Inc., because 
Patterson was guaranteed $250,000 for his evening’s work. 

How they eventually slice up the melon is no concern of mine, 
but I doubt if Youth Unlimited, Inc., loses anything on the deal. 
Youth is co-owner of the exclusive fight films, and since the match 
went six rounds and there was a TV blackout the flickers are very 
valuable property. 

“I wish I had a cut of those films,” disappointed crowd-counter 
Hurley said later. ‘‘They’ll be a regular annuity for that boy Rade- 
macher. No, I don’t own a nickel of the films. They belong to Cus 
and Youth Unlimited. I’m.completely out of the picture.” 

The loser’s dressing room usually is the quietest site in the 
joint, but that wasn’t the case Thursday night. Pete Rade- 
macher’s old friends and newly-won admirers crowded in to 
congratulate him for a courageous performance. 

Though he had absorbed tremendous punishment in the final 
two rounds, Rademacher didn’t have a mark on his smiling face. 
He praised Patterson as a fine young fighter, but listed four ama- 
teurs on par with the champ as a puncher. 

Rademacher had no apologies and needed none. He lost the 
fight, but he was around for five more rounds than most observers 
anticipated. He successfully defended the Olympic title against one- 
time Olympic champion Patterson, for after three rounds Rade- 
macher was the winner. 


— Cus Insists He’ll Cash the Check for 250 G’s 


Rademacher’s dreams of lifting the crown from Patterson 
evaporated in the second when he failed to lay all of his chips on 
one round. Pete was concerned about pacing himself for the distance 
and elected to wait for another spot later. But that was the last 
chance, for Patterson took complete command. 

Mike Jennings, president of Youth Unlimited, and Rade- 
macher remained mum about their plans for the future. They 
have received an offer from the IBC to meet one of the leading 
contenders, and I’m positive they’ll accept. 


Meanwhile, D’Amato summoned writers for a noonday press - 


conference Friday, and everyone thought he had lined up another 
fight for the champ. But Cus merely wanted to know if anyone had 
any questions. 

Naturally there were several. Somebody wanted to know whether 
he intended to kickback any of the $250,000 guarantee to Youth, Inc. 

“Definitely not,’ he said. ‘“‘We have a contract for $250,000, and 
I want to collect every nickel of it. However, I will say that I don’t 
think Mike Jennings and his group will lose much. They'll make 
up the deficit on the movies, which we own together.”’ 

D’Amato then delivered his inevitable text on the evils of 
the IBC, and how he thought that it took a lot of gall for the 
Jim Norris crowd to approach Rademacher for a fight after all 
they had said about him. 

“T'll tell all of you one thing,” Cus said. ‘‘The champion will not 
appear on any TV bouts until one of those independent promoters 
gets a contract. And that independent promoter won’t cram any 
$4,000 contracts down the managers’ and fighters’ throats like the 
IBC.” 

The writers put away their pads, for Cus was back in the rut. 
The week in boxing wonderland was over. 

But it started all over again a half hour later when Rademacher 
and Patterson huddled in the Olympic press room with a bevy of 
reporters.

| PATTERSON LIKES ‘ROAD SHOW? REMATCHES 


SEATTLE, Aug. 23 (P—Heavyweight champion 
Floyd Patterson and his victim of last night, Pete 
Rademacher, in an unprecedented post-battle 
meeting today, both said they would like to tangle . 
in a rematch. 

“There wasn’t a moment of last night’s battle 
I didn’t enjoy,’’ said Rademacher, 

Patterson, sitting beside Pete on a davenport, 
replied: 

“And I'd like another match with Pete. I also 
enjoyed fighting him. In fact, I think we could 
make a lot of money fighting our way across 
the country.” 

Promoter Jack Hurley, who staged last night’s 
brawl, pointed out that Rademacher was the 
“best-known boxer in the world today” as the 
result of his gallant stand in which he had the 
champion on the floor in the second.round. Rade- 
macher ‘eventually was knocked out in the sixth 
after going down seven times. 

However, there are no plans for a rematch 
right now. 

There was no moaning by the principals on 


the outcome of last night’s encounter. Even Rade- 
macher was happy with the final result. 

‘He had the fight won in the second round,” 
said his trainer, George Chemeres. ‘‘But he didn’t 
move in to finish him off. He was too cautious.” 

A swinging right hand that caught Patterson 
on the temple put the champion on the seat of 
his pants for a four-count as 16,961 partisan fans 
nearly went berserk with excitement. 

“I didn’t know what hit me,’’ said Patterson 
later. “All I remember is getting off the floor 
and starting to fight again.” 

“Patterson played it real cagey after he was 
knocked down in the second round,” said referee 
Tommy Loughran. “He found out that Rade- 
macher packed a healthy punch. And he knew 
that he could outbox the challenger. 

“So he just set out to methodically chop him 
down to size. He didn’t go into any slugging 
matches with Pete.” 

It is Loughran’s opinion ‘that Rademacher 
didn’t wade in after the second round knockdown 
of the champion because he was “‘trying to pace 
himself.”

tent, even if trees had been available for tent 
poles, and we laid our sleeping bags out under 
the stars. 

The largest trout we caught were in the Yel- 
lowstone River, miles above where it flows into 
the park. At that time of year, the Yellowstone 
trout come to the deep pools and into Bridger 
Lake, which is fed by spring water and is warmer 
than the icy winter currents in the streams. 

We took trout up to five pounds out of the 
river. They were smaller in the lake, but we 
could walk the rocky shore line and snag one 
with almost every cast. On the entire trip, we did 
not keep more than 2 or 3 per cent of the fish 
we caught.

I fished the last two days of August in a snow 
storm and returned well over a hundred trout to 
the water. We kept only enough to eat, and to 
feed a black bear that raided the little spring 
creek flowing bel:ind our cook tent and made off 
with a mess of cut-throats we had dressed out for 


flap, and there’s no need to go further. 


One of the most interesting days we spent was 
not in fishing, but crossing the Buffalo Plateau, a 
tremendous barren plain above 10,000 feet. The 
place was one vast flower garden, with brilliant 
red, blue, pink and white blossoms growing in 
clusters right up to the snow banks.

Here’s what winner Jane Trebreh, a 16-year- 
old senior at Druids Hills, had to say: 


Most girls like at least a small portion of 
the “caveman” in their “fellas” and prefer 
them to make the plans. Besides, it’s fun to 
be surprised. But a girl likes to do occasional 
surprising of her own and should be given 
the chance. 


My pet peeve is a boy who makes a date 
without plans. I proclaim it unfair for him 
to wait until his date is in the car and, only 
then, ask “Where shall we go?” In most cases 
half the night will be wasted before they can 
decide where to go. 


If the boy has made previous plans for the 
evening, the girl should realize that she is 
stating her willingness to go along with them 
when she accepts the date. In this case her 
only privilege concerning the plans lies in the 
event that they involve argument with her 
personal principles or parental objections. 

If a conflict arises under normal circum- 
stances, when actually no definite plans have 
been made, I think the boy should be generous 
enough to comply with the girl’s wishes.

Sylvan High senior David Beaver, 17, ex- 
pressed this view: I think that if you are a boy 
and you ask a girl for a date there should be 
no argument about where you go unless she 
can’t go where you want to. It is very easy to 
reach an agreement if the girl likes you very 
much and you like her very much. And he 
concluded, My idea is not to go some particu- 
lar place but to go with the person of my 
choice. 


Crystal Ridgeway, an 1lth grader at Win- 
der Barrow High School in Bethlehem, wrote, 
Girls should always remember the boy’s 
budget.

3 Atlanta Red Uroes Leaders

But what about on the home 
front? Is it exciting, and do 
they have to pitch in and work 
and forget about their comfort 
in preference to others? And 
do they have strange experi- 
ences? 

All it takes is a hurricane or 
some other similar disaster to 
get the working forces in high 
gear. Like Hurricane Audrey, 
for instance. 

VOLUNTEERS 

Three volunteers from the 
Greater Atlanta chapter of the 
Red Cross have just returned 
from the swamplands of Loul- 

siana where they viewed the 
stark reality of the hurricane’s 
path, the destruction, the sor- 
row, the homeless thousands 
and, as all reported, they saw 
the determination and the faith 
of the victims to rebuild their 
homes and start life anew. 

The representatives going 
from here on Aug. 11 were Mrs. 
William Neal of Marietta, chair- 
man of the Cobb County branch 
of the Greater Atlanta chapter; 
Miss Helen Miller, coordinator 
of volunteers for the Greater At- 
lanta Regional Blood Center, 
and Miss Frances Young, chair- 
man of recognition for the office 
of volunteers. 


THEIR STORY 
This is their story: 


all swampland and there wasn’t 
a Jandmark anywhere.

Their parents had been killed 
and they said they were waiting

Mrs. Neal recalled a young 
woman who was so _ badly 
burned and bruised that she 
had te be packed in petroleum 
jelly before being flown by 
helicopter to a hospital. 

“One of the persons we aided 
was a woman who had been 
blown into a tree where she 
had hung for 18 hours. Although 
very frail, she had hung there 
until she fell exhausted onto a 
rait where she remained for 
24 hours before being rescued.”’ 

Miss Young said the people 
worked day and night to re- 
claim the few of their posses- 
sions that were left. 


93,000 MEALS 

The Red Cross supplied the 
meals three times a day for the 
homeless people, and more than 
93,000 hot. meals have been 
served. Air Force personnel 
cooked the food and the Army 
supplied the equipment. 


One of the mobile units got
